The remarkable * teaent was 
made by several passengers and ver- 
fted by many more tha the Spanish 
warship Alphonso XII. changed her 
position, which was a ship's length 
from the Maine, to a place three 
ship's lengths from the American ves- 
sel only a few hours liefore the latter 
was blown up. When the Seguranea 
arrived at Havana on the morning of 
Hi • i.uli the Alphonso waa anchored 
ahout :I00 feet from the Maine. Tbe 
two vessels were *o close together 
that the tide might almost have car 
ried one against the other had oue 
remained stationary. Some time 
during the afternoon the Alphonso 
weighed aut hor and proceeded up the 
harbor away from tbe Maine a dist- 
ance of fuliy 1,000 feet. To this 
fact nearly every member of the crew 
of tbe Seguranea is willing to make 
alTldavit, Every American iu Ha- 
vana they say regards this Incident 
a* auspicious on the part of the 
Spanish vessel. 

Thin story waa corroborated hy F. 
W. Uabbett, of this city and F. h 
Ward, of St. Paul, who spent some 
time in Havana. Mr. Babbett also 
saw the explosion and bad noticed 
that the Alphonso XII. changed her 
po*iliou the day of the disaster. He, 
too, was stoned by the Spaniards and 
insulted hy expression, such as "Seud 
some more of jour warships down 1 
here and we'll blow them to hell."

For Any Emergency at Kvery Port 

Along the Atlantic Sea Coast. 

New York, Feb. 22.— Nearly one 
hundred telegraphic dispatches were 
sent yesterday from [i iovernor's Is- 
land, the army headquarter* of the 
department of the Kast. U> various 
point*, of fortifications along the sea- 
lioard from Kast[>ort. Me., to Gal- 
veston, Tex. All of these fortifica- 
tions, in which guns and mortars 
have been mounted, arc under the 
control of (ieu. Wesley Merritt, 
commander of the department of the 
Kant. 

(iencral Merritt spent very little of 
the day at the island, his staff attend- 
ing to the usual amount of telegraph- 
ic correspondence. 

During his absence, Colonel Har- 
ber, adjutant general of the depart- 
ment of the Kast, waa in charge. 
Colonel Harber refused to discuss 
the reasons of the activity along the 
seaboard, except to *ay that every- 
thing now being done wa* merely the 
execution of the coast defense pro- 
gram outlined several months ago. 

It was learned from other sources 
that orders had l»een received on the 
island on Friday uight to send Irom 
Fort Wad* worth to Sandy HtK.k 20 
men to clean the big guns in the fort- 
ifications there and to transfer con- 
siderable quantities of ammunition. 

The same orders brought instruc- 
tions to send 40 men from Fori 
Schuyler to Willetts Point, to clean 
the guns there and to overhaul the 
ammunition. 

Fort Hancock, at Sandy Hook, is 
also still in the hands of the army en 
gineer* and ordnance bureau. The 
engineer* are constructing the place- 
ment* for the guns and mortars yet 
to come, and when they complete the 
work the ordnance bureau will have 
to *el the guns and carriages am! test 
them before the fort can lie regularly 
transferred to lien.

Two days ag" the ex|>ert artillerist 
•tationed at Governor's Island, the 
recognized by army men as the 
most skillful artillerist in tbe country, 
returned from a lour of inspection of 
the fortifications from Huston to 
Charleston. 

The last place he visited wa* Fort 
Caswell, near COM Hatteras. On 
his way back to (iovernor's Island 
he slopped at Washington and con- 
ferred with Secretary M War Alger. 
At Fort Caswell he found three high, 
caliber guns in splendid shape, which 
he did not know had been .el up. He 
visited the Boston forts, the fortifica- 
tions at Dutch and Gull Islands, at 
the entrance to Long Island Sound; 
those at Fort Schuv'.er and Willett's 
Point; Forts Hamilton, Wadaworth, 
Hancock mid Sloe urn. ; the fortifica- 
tions on Deleware Bay. and at oilier 
places down the coast.

To a casual observer the intense 
excitement that has been aroused in 
France over the trial of Emile Zula 
for libelling high ollicers of the gov- 
ernment is dilllcult to understand 
The most sensational feature on the 
surface is the bitter anti-Jewish sen. 
timent, which manifests itself in the 
form of riots, outbreaks against the 
ives and property of prominent 
Jews and even attempts u|>on the 
life o! Zola himself, whose only crime 
apparently in the eyes of the mob is 
his defense of the exiled Dreyfus. 
The crisis that confronts France, how- 
ever, is vastly more far-reaching than 
merely the acquittal of Emile Zola, 
the liberation of Capt. Dreyfus if 
proven innocent, or the quieting of 
the frenzy of the Jew-hating mob. 
The struggle is in reality between old 
and new France, between mouarcl ' 
cal and republican form of govern- 
ment, or as a writer lu Harper's 
Weekly says, "the struggle is lie 
tween a few Frenchmen, with Zola at 
their head, who believe that individ 
ual rights ought to be respected, and 
the old system which so often makes 
the preteuded republican form 
government a shum — the system 
which protects offlciftlUm against the 
accusations of private citizens, just or 
unjust. " Thus the struggle, though 
apparently one-sided. — for the popu- 
lace is today with the government, 
against Dreyfus and crying 
for the conviction and tf«g 
the blood of Zola, — is 
one that every thinking Frenchman 
knows has only just begun, and one. 
he realizes, which is destined 
eventually toresult iu a radical revolu- 
tion in France. Frauce It a republic 
in name only ; the spiiit of the gov- 
ernment, of the civil service, of the 
aiiny, is that of imperialism, and the 
MottMBi of the great mass of the 
people is even towards the spirit of 
imperialism, though the republican 
form is demanded. Thu«, while the 
coning conflict is, apparently, 
to be between the differeut branches 
or forces of the government 
011 the one hand and the people on 
the other, yet iu fact the conflict is 
among the people themselves. The 
individual rights guaranteed by a real 
repubh an government, the rights 
thai the people fought for in the 
French revolution, are worn sacrwd

AN ELECTRIC MAIL BOX.

A Swim electrician has invented an 
electric mail delivery box which is 
now in use in 6c-'.eral of the larger 
buildings in Geneva. The box has a 
compartment for each of the stories 
of the building, and when letters are 
i'. • - ed 0:1 the ground tloor the car- 
rier deli van them as required. The 
da] I of a single letter makes an 
alectria contact which starts a bell 
goii.^ on the respective floor, which 
floea n it cease ringing until the letter 
ia taken out At the same time it 
opens '.he faucet of a tank on the roof 
Of tho house, which cauaes water to 
flow ;:.to the cylinder forming the 
cour/o rweight of the mail box ele- 
vator, until tlie weight is heavier than 
the h x, when the box ascends, and the 
low I water ceases simultaneously. 
As ti.'' box passes each story, the 
mail intended for it — letters, papers 
and i.-::all packages — falls into boxei 
in tho corridor on that floor. This ii 
pcrfi r-ncd very reliably by a little 
spring at the bottom of each compart- 
ment in the elevator mail box, w hrch 
cauBCt the bottom of the compart- 
ment to catch for a moment, and the 
release throwa out even a single piece 
of paper thinner than a postal card 
from t!.e stationary box pro\ided for 
itt reception. AVhen tho box haa 
passed the uppermost floor, the cylin- 
der tilled with water strikes a bolt 
provided at the bottom, which allowt 
the wattrto How out, and by its own 
weight tho box descends to its place 
on the ground floor. Should by any 
miaehanoi aaingle piece of ;m per have 
nmtined in tlio elevator, upon strik- 
ing the bottom it will at once go 
through the aame eeriea of move- 
ments al before.— Electricity.
